THE GOVERNMENT ON LEGISLATION. 


Gladstone’s Prediction— The Hyde Park 
Demonstration—A Tremendous Ovation 
to Ex-Lord Mayor Sullivan—Canada’s 
Defense—A Domestic Tragedy — The 
Crown Prince’s Condition—Foreign News.

LONDON, February 14.—Owing to the mode- 
ration of the Parnellites the debate on the 
question of privilege last evening caused little 
excitement. Speaker Peel moved that the 
arrest of Pyne and Gilhooly was not a breach 
of privilege, but that of O’Brien, however, 
which was confessedly a mistake, was a differ- 
ent matter and the opposition urged that a 
committee be appointed to inguire into the 
affair. The Government, while apologizing to 
O’ Brien for the detectives’ mistake, refused to 
appoint a committee, and carried their point 
by ninety-five majority. A few years ago on 
such a motion the Parnellites would 
have exhaused every form of pariia- 
mentary tactics before allowing the 
matter to terminate. Their policy, however, 
is to facilitate in every way the proceedings of 
Parliament in order to give the Government 
an opportunity to bring forward promised 
legislation, when they confidently hope the 
Government will be defeated. Gladstone is 
reported to have declared that the Govern- 
ment will be defeated on the local Govern- 
ment bill and have to resign before Easter. 

MR. BLAINE’S RETIREMENT. 

Such papers as commenton the retirement 
of Mr. Blaine express the belief that the Re- 
publican party will be wise not to attempt to 
get him to reconsider his determination. It is 
thought here that Mr. Cleveland is too strong 
for any Republican candidate, but that the 
Republicans stand a better chance with a can- 
didate having a better record and sounder 
financial and economical views than Mr.

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THE HYDE PARK DEMONSTRATION. 


A Grand Ovation to Ex-Lord Mayor Sullivan 
— The Banquet. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, February 14.—Roll a dozen New 
York St. Patrick's day celebrations into one 
and you may get some conception of the pub- 
lic greeting to the Irish prisoners yesterday. 
Ex-Lord Mayor T. D. Sullivan had the demon- 
stration all to himself, for Mr. Wm. O’Brien's 
frail health keeps him in the south of France, 
and he may not be back for three weeks yet. 
To say nothing of the crowds of Irish sympa- 
thisers in the streets, the procession itself was 
an enormous affair. At least ten thou- 
sand men gave up their day’s work 
and marched along Piccadilly to Hyde Park. 
Scores and scores of women were in line, some 
with babes at the breast. They flaunted in 
the air hats battered with clubs of Secretary 
Balfour’s constables at Mitchellstown, ban- 
ners torn to tatters by the police in Trafalgar 
Square and bits of broken furniture wrecked 
by the bailiffs at evictions. To crown all, the

day we have had in London for weeks. 
Piccadilly was impassable. The pro- 
cession got blocked in front of Mr. Hugh 
Childers’ house and the home rulers roared 
lustily at the Irish flag displayed from the up- 
per windows. Mr. Sullivan got a tremendous 
ovation all along the line. Mrs, Ashton Dilke 
was in one of the guests’ carriages, dressed in 
Irish poplin. The procession entered the 
park at 8:80 0’clock. Forty thousand persons 
were assembled there. The persons compris- 
ing the procession then grouped themselves 
around a platform atthe Reformers’ Tree. 
Mr. Sullivan was given an enthusiastic recep- 
tion and was 
PRESENTED WITH AN ADDRESS. 

In his reply hesaid that the Government’s 
wretched attempt at coercion had not 
suppressed or frightened any one. Irish 
patriots had been imprisoned because they 
had disregarded a law which Englishmen 
would have trampled underfoot. The Tory 
reign of terror he decigred was 
doomed to speedy extinction. Mr. Sulli- 
van said words were inadequate to 
express his emotions at the glorious English 
welcome he had received. It would causea 
giow in the hearts of the Irish and would 
assist jn the consummation of a long and 
grievous struggle. Speaking as a representa- 
tive Irishman, he pledged his word and faith 
that the people of Ireland would be friends 
and brothers of the English forever. Atthe 
end of his speech, cheers were given for Mr. 
Sullivan, Mr. Gladstone and homerule. At 
the banquet at the Criterion in the evening 
Mr. Sullivan said it would re- 
quire the inspired words of Grattan 
and the eloquence of O'Connell to 
do justice to the occasion. It was not merely 
a banquet to political prisoners; it was a ban- 
quet to the Irish nation. Forthe first time in 
the long history of England and Ireland, there 
There 
was no feeling in their hearts that the slightest 
blame should be laid on the English people, 
because they knew that what had occurred 
was the doing ofaparty which had obtained 
office by false pretenses. He regretted the 
absence of Mr. O’Brien. No Irishman existed 
on theface ofthe globe who would not be 
melted if he saw the sights that had been wit- 
nessed to-day. If the time of trial was pro- 
longed they should not lose heart.

MISHAPS OF A DAY. 


A STREET CAR SMASHED BY A FALLING DER-

TI never heard such a death rattle before. 
It’s awful—terrible, but the same course of 
treatment must be followed. Such was the 
comment made by Recorder Williams to-day 
when he was shown the reports 
of the denundciatory speeches of 
the statesmen of the Hendricks 
Association, ‘*These books will be purged 
and purified, notwithstanding the protests of 
the gentlemen ofthe Hendricks Association. 
Their remonstrances will be of no 
avail.’’ This was said with considerable 
determination, and in view of his resolve to 
strip the lists of the false and erroneous regis- 
trations there seems to be little use in denun- 
clatory speeches. The first remonstrator 
to take the floor at the session of 
the Association last evening was Mr. Wm. 0. 
Marshall, who is prominently mentioned fora 
Democratic nomination for a place on the 
Circuit Bench. He directed attention 
to a case which had been called 
to his notice by a client, a 
factory owner in North St. Louis, who had 
voted from the same house for nearly a 
quarter of a century, and whose name 
had been stricken from the lists. 
It was outrageous, Something should be 
done. He did not go into details, but said he 
had agreed to take legal steps if the name was 
not reinstated. 

Those who expected Mr. Marshall to share 
with his audience the knowledge of the ex- 
tensiveness of the frauds of November, 
86, gained through his intimate association 
with the perpetrators as counsel for them on 
arraignment in the United States Court, were 
disappointed. He made no reference to the 
pages of false registrations as they were 
produced in the trials of his clients, but 
protested against the careless and wholesale 
striking off of names. 

Mr. Marshall yielded the floor to State 
Representative Wm. P. Macklin, the Chairman 
of the revoked committee and the author of 
the repudiated resolution on the investigation 
of Democratic officeholders who em- 
“ae Republican clerks and deputies. 

n this occasion Mr. Macklin was 
more in accord with the sentiments 
of his fellow members than he was in his last 
effort. He said it was time for the Association, 
as an association, to take action on 
the way in which good Demo- 
crats were ruthiessly stricken from 
the registration books. He prophetically 
warned the Association that if action was not 
taken promptly the deplorable result 
would be the defeat of the Democratic 
ticket in this city next fail. His cry ‘‘to 
arms failed, however, to arouse the Associ- 
ation. He chided them with dread of the 
local press and urged them to take 
action. Chairman W. H. Swift of the Execu- 
tive Committee took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to pay his tribute to the Recorder, 
whom he said he h known before the 
War as a Know- nothing, and who 
during the war was only a Democratic quarter- 
master in the Southern army. M. Lynch of 
the Fifteenth Ward said that if some 
action Was not taken to stop 
it there wouldn't be enough Democrats 
in the Fifteenth Wardto represent the ward 
ina convention. All the oratory came to 
nacght. The Association adjourned without 
finding a remedy for the complaint.

The committee appointed to goto Washing- 
ton to appear before the National Democratic 
Committee on the 22d inst, met at the Mayor’s 
office at the City Hall this afternoon, No 


further advices have been received from the 
committeemen concerning their preferences. 

The gentlemen appointed on the com- 
mittee are connfident that St. Louis 
has a good chance for the honor. The 
resolution of the Hendricks Association 
to a ee $10,000 for the entertain- 
mentof the delegates furnishes the com- 
mitteemen with anew assurance for presen- 
tation to the National Committee. 

The committee has also secured photographs 
and diagrams of the Exposition building, show- 
ing the excellent arrangements for accommo- 
dating the convention, audience, Committees, 
ete. These facilities will all be suggested 
tothe National Committee by the St. Louis 
delegation. 


Better Voting Beoths. 


To-day Recorder Williams and Deputy 
Lemoine located the voting booths forthe 
coming election.

A BLACK FIEND. 


Mrs. Purcell, an Aged White Woman, Fatally 
Assaulted by a Colored Ceachman. 


NRW Tonk, February 14.—Monmonuth County, 
N. J., has been startled by another brutal 
crime. Richard Kearney, the colored coach- 
man for Mrs. W. A. Lyddy, who lives at Biber 
on, has! probably murdered Margaret Purcell, 
the aged housekeeper for Mrs. Lyddy, after 
attempting to assault her. To the physician 
and others Mrs. Purcell made the following 


statement: Peter was called away Sat- 
— to Oonnecticut to visit his wife, 
who is sick, and I was alone. Richard came 
in the house yesterday morning to see 
about potting away some smo meat. I 
was going to put it in the closet, but he said it 
would freeze and that it had better be put in 
the cellar. I went down to show him where to 
put itand when we were down there he re- 
marked: ‘Well, Margaret, we have been here 
all summer, and as Lam not going to be here 
very long, we might as well have a good 
time. Icried, What do you mean? I don’t 
understand you.’ He then took hold of my 
wrists and held me as if in a vice. I resisted 
and pulled away from him, when he struck me 
in the face two or three times. I attem to 
getaway from him and he threw me down 
and kicked me in the stomach. He thought 
he heard some one approaching and then ran 
up the cellar stairs ahd shut the door. I 
crawled up tothe topof the steps, when he 
opened the door and struck and knocked me 
down the cellar. He then followed me down 
and again commenced his brutal assault. i 
resisted and he knocked me down again and 
again. A noise attracted him up-stairs andi 
followed him. I attempted to reach the kitch- 
en, but he threw me down the stairs another 
time. This time Ifell partially on my head. 
Again he beat me. Finally, he choked 
me until I was unconscious. How ion 
I was sol don’t know, but when I came to 
was in another part of the cellar. The last 
time he threw me down I heard my leg break. 
Idon’t think I will live. Kearney intended to 
kill me.“ ' 

Dr. Hunt found that Mrs. Purcell’s leg was 
broken in two places and that she had sus- 
tained severe Druises on the stomach and 
breast, besides internal injuries, Her throat 
was black and blue, and her ear was hanging

LIFE IN SIAM. 


Great Spread of Religious Toleration—A 
Governor’s Spite. 


Rev. J. A. Eakin, a Presbyterian missionary 
to Siam, has beeninthe city several days. 
He has spent four years in Bang- 
kok, a city, he says, about the 
size of St. Louis. It is quite far 
advanced in some things, having electric 
lights, gas and other modern improve- 
ments. They are about to introduce a pub- 
lic school system and street railways. 


Religious toleration, Mr. Eakin says, 
has grown wonderfully of late since the 
King’s decree that all religions shouid 
be respected. An evidenceis given by an 
incident that occurred a year ago. he 
nephew of the Governor of a province became 
a Christian. The Governor, enraged, threw 
him into prison on a retext. The 
young man escaped an made his 
way to Bangkok with another native preacher 
and secured a royal permit to travel anywhere 
in the kingdom and distribute tracts 
or otherwise propagate his relig- 
ious principles. The Prime Minister, 
a man rich in hereditary estates, not ion 
since offered the Christians large travts of land 
for the founding of certain religious in- 
stitutions. 

In Bangkok there are only a few dun- 
dred Europeans, the most of whom 
are Germans and the next English and Amer 
cans. The latter are mostly missionaries. 
The Europeans feel as secure there as they 
would in Europe, both as to life and property. 
Persons go off on boating expeditions of sey- 
eral hundred miles with as little concern as 
they do here, and indeed with less, as the 
tramp is not a feature of Siam life,

THE VICTIM OF LAST NIGHT'S SHOOTING HAS 
ONE CHANCE IN A THOUSAND. 


Fatal Outeome of a Purification Movement 
in the Colored Public Schools—Mrs, Ir. 
win, at Her Musband’s Bedside, Tells His 
Story of the T Trag dy—St Pp M. Wilson, 
in the „Holdo ver,“ Explains Why He 
Shot When and How He Did—The Events 
Which Lead Up to the Milling. 


Last night about d o'clock Archie Irwin, a 
colored saloon-keeper on Litas avenue be- 
tween Tenth and HieVenth streets, was seri- 
ously injured by a bullet from the revolver of 
Stephen M. Wilson, a colored barber. 
The affray in whith the injury 
was inflicted occurred at the corner 
of Ninth street and Washington avenue. 
Accounts Vary as to the facts. The policeman, 
who reported the shooting to his captain, says 
that both men drew and firéd simultaneously. 
Wilson says Irwin fired first and 
pursued him, and that he in 
self-defense drew his ‘revolver and 
fired. Irwin says he is not cléar aa to the fact, 
but thinks Wilson drew first. At ali events, 
Irwin was shot in the breast, to the right of the 
median line, the ball ranging downward, 
passing through the lung and possibly through 
the liver. Dr. Lewis, who is in 
charge at the City Hospital, said 
this morning that there is one chance in a 
thousand that Irwin will recover. The man 
received another siight wound on the little 
finger of his left hand. He was lying of a cot 
inthe hospital this morning breathing with 
difficulty and yet endeavoring to cheer his 
wife who sat beside him when a reporter 
called to see him.

WILSON TALES. 

Wilson was seen in the holdover at the Four 
Courts. He received a number of 
eallers this morning from friends, 
both white and colored, who were anxious 
to help him in his present troubie. He was 
given assurances of all the bondsmen he 
would need ifthe case was taken into court 
and the judge induced to accept bail. He told 
the story of the shooting in about this way:

What quarrel was there between yourself 
and Irwin?

SOME QUEER STORIES TOLD BY AN OLD 
0 


CUSTOM-HOUSE OFFICER. 


A Loaf of White Bread Which Was Studded. 
With $5,000 Worth of Diamonds—The 
Clever and Successfal Ruse of a Cabiuet- 
Maker—Importing a Pole Cat to “Get 
Even” With the Government—Novel 
Waysin Which Men and Women Hide 


Contraband Articles. 


Charles C. Dunstan, who for many years was 
connected with the United States Customs ser- 
vice at the port of New York, passed through 
the city to-day on his way to New Orleans, 
and registered at the Southern. To a Post- 
DISPATCH reporten Mr. Dunstan said: The 
ways in which smugglers try to get 
Mead of the customs officials show an im- 
mense amount of ingenuity on their part, and 
require the revenue officers to be constantly 
on the alert. Of course, smuggling goes on 
all the time, fully 75 per cent of the returning 
tourists bringing goods with them which are 
properly dutiable, but on which they never 
pay acent. This kind of smuggling, however, 
does not amount to much, and the officers ex- 
ercise a good deal of discretion in the 
matter, not endeavoring to enforce too 
strictly the letter of the law against those 
who bring into the country a few laces and 
jewels for their own use. But the professional 
smuggler is a different character, he or she, 
for the business to-day is largely carried on 
by women, often bringing in goods on which 
the duty would amount to many thousands of 
dollars, and against the tricks and evasions of 
these peopie all the skillof the most expe- 
rienced examiners is called into play. Some- 
times the smugglers are @putwitted, but 
after twelve years’ éxpérien have become 


convinoed that not one ae of the attempts 
atsmuggling are detected. There used to be 
acertain set of people who were kaown as 
smugglers to the revenue officers, and who 
were microscopically examined every time 
they landed from a steamer, but it was seldom 
that dutiable goods were found in their pos- 
session, although from our agents abr we 
know that they had made large purchases of 
laces and jewelry, the two articles most often 
snuggled, an after their arrival 
b watching the market were 
able with almost exact accuracy 
to recognize the goods that had slipped 
through our fingers. Unset jewels, being 
most easily concealed, were and are the favor- 
ite 6ominodity dealt in by these gentry, and I 
tirtnly believe that not more than half of the 
fine diamonds and rubies brought into the 
country during the last twenty years have 
yielded any revenue to the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 
THD TRICKS OF SMUGGLERS. 

„The schemes of the smugglers, Mr. Dun- 
stan went on to say, were very hard to 
detect. In the years immediately succeeding 
the war, when money was plenty, an immense 
number of jewels were smuggled into the 
cotntry. The mode of doing this was at first 
very crude, such schemes as sewing diamonds 
into the seams of dresses, Carrying them in the 
mouth on landing, or hiding them in trunks 
being resorted to. But as the revenue officers 
began to show that they knew where to look 
for them, and made several large siezures, the 
smugglers grew more cautious, and adopted 

fans lees easy of detection. One lady success: 

ully cafried through a number of diamonds 
concealed in ber thick hair. Many 
stones were concealed by being placed in the 
heels of boots and shoes, avery difficult trick 
to detect, while one woman who came over in 
the steerage of a Cunarder, carried at least 

,000 worth of diamonds inalarge piece of 

read, which she appeared to be eating as she 
left the ship. We generally learned of the 
manner in which we bad been deceived by the 
boastings of the smugglers after a suc- 
ecéssful run, and this ut us on our 
guard against similar tricks in future, but 
assoon as one was discovered, another was 
invented, and we were kept constantly busy 
in endeaving to ferret out tricks of those en- 
gaged in evading the revenue laws. Some ten 
yeare ago a man landed in New York, who was 
absolutely known to have jewels in his pos- 
séssion. He was taken to tne examining- 
room, his trunks 8 searched, every 
inch of his clothing, of which he was com- 
pelled to divest himseif, minutely ex- 
amined, his boot-heels probed, but all 
in vain; not a trace of a dutiable 
article could be found, and he was finally told 
that he could go. But just as he was about 
resuming his n one of the chief in- 
spectors came 
his person as well as his clothing. The result 
of this was tbat we found under each armpit a 
ball of pitch, in which was imbedded half a 
dozen valuable jeweils. 

A OLEVER CABINETMAKER. 

Another fellow,“ the speaker continued, 
‘‘eluded us for years, although We were pos!- 
tive that he was a smuggler. He was most 
thoroughly searched every time he landed. but 
nothing was ever discovered. At last a hint 
from the steward ofasteamer enabled us to 
discover the way in which he carried on busi- 
ness. He would buy a quantity of diamonds 
abroad, and engage anentire cabin for him- 
self when he returned. He was a skillful cab- 
netmaker, and when unobserved would take 
out a piece of the paneling of the cabin, hol- 
low outalittle receptacle for the jeweis, 
and replace the paneling, leavin it

ship. Before the vessel again leit the harbor, 
he would engage the cabin for an accomplice, 
and accompany him on d just before 
the vessel sailed. The pair would proceed to 
the cabin, the jewels would be taken out and 
carried ashore by the smuggler, an outgoing 
ship never being watched as an incoming is. 
When captured this man had $15,000 worth of 
diamonds and rubies in his trousers pocket. 
A friend of mine told me of 
a scheme by which five fine 
diamonds passed us undiscovered, He was on 
& vessel just passing Sandy Hook, when a gen- 
tleman with whom we had made friends 
during the voyage from France cameon deck 
and showed him five stones that he had pur- 
chased in Paris. My friend remarked that he 
would have a good round sum to pay as duty. 

Not a bit of it,’ was the reply, here 
comes the boat with the customs officers. I 
will show you how to get ahead of 
them,’ and he immediately pro- 
ceeded to swallow the stones, one after 
another, like so many pills.

that Mr. Methudy is pot paying less 
than $25 per day for the Thomas orchestra 
to pay their own expenses. If Mr. Methudy 
refuses to make the contract public, Mr. 

Thomas must. The National League meets in 

Philadelphia next month and this question 

will be brouglit up and Mr. Thomas, in self- 

defense, must show his contract, when the 
people of St. Louis will know the truth of this 
transaction. Mr. Methudy, in making his 
statement before the Executive Board shoul- 
dered the entire responsibilit 
and stated that if he had it to do over again he 
would repeat his action. He agrees to 
stand before the world and make the humil- 
iating confession that st.

I indorsed the 
opinion, and I now state thatI believe there 
was crookedness, and that it is developing. 
Oh, no; it was not last year’s Derby, nor that 
of 1886, but there have been many suspicious 
things sincethen. Iam notinclined to state 
all that I know, nor am I compelled to. Of 
eourse, if the Louisville Jockey Club chooses 
to demand an affidavit from me I will haveto 
4 up names. At present I will not do it. 
ood authorities have told me that if there 
had been no bookmakers last year Blue Win 
might have won the Brooklyn handicap.
